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Setzer Wins for First Time at The Mile

WEST.ALLIS, WI, June 24 -- The 
Milwaukee Mile at Wisconsin State 
Fair Park has always been a special 
place for Dennis Setzer, yet he had 
been unable to pull into victory lane - 
until Friday night. 

Driving for Morgan-Doilar Racing, 
Setzer battled with pole winner Jack 
Sprague early and then dominated 
the Toyota Tundra Milwaukee 200, 
easily besting Sprague to win his 
second race in a row in the NASCAR 
Truck Series after going 27 races 
without a win in the Series. Setzer 
joins Sprague as the only drivers 
who have won at least one race in 
eight seasons of Truck Series racing 
at The Mile, and his win put him on 
top of the Series points standings 
after 11 of the 25 races. 

With his fourth Milwaukee pole in 
nine attempts, Sprague bested Todd 
Bodine to lead the opening lap. 
“Setzer passed Bodine before the 
end of the first circuit, and the order 
stayed that way for the next 42 laps. 
As Sprague’s tires began to wear, 
Setzer made his move by on lap 43 
and built a sizeable lead, lapping all 
but the first 16 trucks by the time 
green-flag pit stops began on lap 75.

Setzer gave up his lead to David 
Reutimann with his pit stop on lap 
‘81, but when Reutimann stopped 
three laps later Setzer was back on 
top, leading by more than two sec- 
onds over Sprague.

When Johnny Benson spun on lap 
143 to bring out the only caution of 
the race, Setzer had lapped ail but 
the second-, third- and fourth-place 
trucks, setting a torrid pace that no 
one could keep up with. Hornaday 
elected to stay on the track to lead 
lap 145 - and earn five bonus points 
- as the other three lead-lap trucks 
made their pit stops during the cau- 
tion. He then made his pit stop on 
the next lap and restarted fourth, 
while Reutimann got his lap back 
under NASCAR's “lucky dog” rule. 

Setzer opened up another com- 
fortable lead over Sprague on the 
restart and cruised to a 3.993-sec- 
ond victory at the end of 200 laps. 
Defending race winner Ted 
Musgrave finished third, followed by 
Hornaday. 

“The only problem we had tonight 
was in practice,” said Setzer after his 
first Milwaukee win. “We had an 
engine miss, and we found a fouled 
spark plug and changed the entire 
set, and the truck ran superb the rest 
of night. It’s not often you get a truck 
as good as | had tonight, so | did not 
want to take any chances, and | did- 
n't. | took my time looking for the 
opening to pass Jack (Sprague) for 
the lead, and then with each lapped 
truck as | went through the race. 

“To win at Milwaukee is so special 
to me. When | ran here in 1995, bat- 
tling with Mike Skinner for the win, it 
got me noticed and helped me get 
rides in the Busch Series and helped 
build my career. I’ve always want to 
win here, and tonight it happened.” 

Sprague collected his 32nd sec- 
ond-place finish in the Series - a 
remarkable accomplishment and a 
testament to his consistency and for- 
titude. 

With only four laps lost to caution, 
the race tied a Series mark set in 
2002 at Homestead, FL, for fewest 
caution-flag laps. The 2003 
Milwaukee event also had only one

J.J. Yeley and 
David Stremme rounded out the top 
five. 

Series rookie sensations Carl 
Edwards and Reed Sorenson had 
tough nights. Edwards suffered a 
broken shock absorber midway 
through the race, putting him a lap 
down, and he finished 14th to fall 79 
points behind Truex. Sorenson also 
went down a lap early to finish 12th. 

Former NASCAR Cup Series 
champion Bill Elliott made his Mile 
debut, driving for fellow NASCAR 
champ Rusty Wallace. Elliott started 
15th and finished 17th, two laps off 
the lead, in his second Series race 
for Wallace and only his third career 
Series start ever. 

Sauter’s win in a Dodge was for 
the first for that marque in 15 
Milwaukee Mile races. The Series 
now moves to Daytona Beach, FL, 
on July 1.

winner's circle for the first time ever in his 
career.

Tracy Scores 30th Career Champ Car Win at Cleveland 


CLEVELAND, OH, June 26 -- Paul 
Tracy is using the 2005 season to contin- 
ue his assault on the all-time Champ Car 


World Series record books. 


On a balmy Sunday in Cleveland, 
Tracy paced 46 of 91 race laps around 
the 2.106-mile Burke Lakefront Airport 
course to best protégé A.J. Allmendinger 
and win the Champ Car Grand Prix of 
Cleveland. Tracy's win was the 30th vic- 
tory of his Champ Car career, making the 
Canadian star just the seventh driver 
since 1956 to win as many as 30 Champ 
Car races and breaking the tie for sev 
enth that he had previously shared with 
Rick Mears, His win, coupled with a fifth 
place finish by two-time defending 
Sebastien 
Bourdais, moved Tracy into the Series

points lead for the first time this year. 
Allmendinger matched a career Series 
high with his second-place finish and led 
his first race laps of the 2005 campaign. 
Oriol Servia ended up third after cutting 
the race's fastest lap on his penultimate 


Tracy led the 18-car field successfully 
through the treacherous first turn and 
held the point for the first 29 laps before 
giving the lead to Cristiano da Matta, who 
had pitted two laps before the rest of the 
field during a lap 26 caution. Like it did a 
weok ago, the choice to use a different 
pit strategy paid off for da Matta, who 
pulled away to a 4.8-second on lap 48 
But that vanished when the Brazilian suf 
fered contact with the lapped car of 
Marcus Marshall, resulting in damage to 


his front suspension that ended his race. 

Allmendinger and Jimmy Vasser pitted 
during this incident, which moved both of 
them to the lead spots when the canary 
banner flew two laps later, after Bjorn 
Wirdheim clouted the turn 8 wall on lap 
54 and the leaders raced down pit lane 
for service. Allmendinger led the next 19 
laps while Tracy made his way around 
Vasser and Timo Glock to move into sec- 
ond after the restart. Allmendinger then 
gave up the lead to Tracy, who gave the 
point back to Alex Tagliani when he dove 
down pit lane for his final splash of fuel. 
Tagliani led the next five passes before 
he pitted, handing the lead back to Tracy, 
who kept Allmendinger at bay over the 
last six laps to score the victory.

Shryock made another 
charge tonight after starting ninth and put late pressure on 
Tesch. If Shryock ever starts toward the front, he'll be unbeat- 
able. 

| got a chance to talk to Tommy Myer about the big crash he 
was involved in at Deer Creek Speedway that sent four drivers 
to the hospital and totaled a number of cars. Tommy had no 
second thoughts about returning behind the wheel of a race car 
and said he would have raced the following night if he physical- 
ly could have. He did admit that he was very lucky - had the hit 
on the back of his driver's seat been inches more to the teft, 
he'd have probably broken his back, or worse. The only thing 
holding the back clip onto the car after the hit were the battery 
cables and brake lines. 

The stock cars put on a good non-stop 25-lap feature, with 
Junior Karcz again finishing runner-up, this time behind the rim- 
riding Shawn Kilgore. 

If you haven't yet, a visit to Thunderhill is a necessity. This 
uniquely-shaped track is almost a circle, and after the dust 
blows off there are two distinctly different lines around the track 
that can be used. Some drivers choose to run tight against the 
inside tires, while another group puts their cars in a powerslide 
basically all the way around the track. Kevin Adams and Paul 
Harelstad would love running the high side here. When the 
cars are in what would normally be called turn 4, they are actu- 
ally pointing straight toward the grandstand. It’s certainly inter- 
esting and different to watch. 

Tom Wagner was one of the announcers on Wednesday, 
and while he doesn't announce regularly at any track any more, 
he is the substitute at a whole variety of tracks throughout the 
region. | must confess that | had never heard Tom work before, 
but | thought he did a great job mixing facts and humor 
throughout the show, and | enjoyed listening to him very much. 

The USMTS generates its heat race line-ups on a computer 
and then prints off lists which show the drivers’ starting posi- 
tions and hometowns. They then sell them for a buck, and they 
go like hot cakes. There must be other tracks that use comput- 
ers as well, and | think it would be a great addition if they would 
also make the line-ups available. People can't always hear the 
announcer, and a line-up sheet like this is a nice thing for the 
fans to get a hold of. 

The USMTS wrapped up its three-day swing through north- 
eastern Wisconsin on Thursday, June 23, at the Luxemburg 
Speedway. This is the heart of modified racing in northeastern 
Wisconsin, and 50 cars were on hand to do battle on a blister- 
ing hot night, with a hurricane wind blowing to boot. It was a 
challenge for even the "Dirt Doctor" - track prep man Bobby 
Marquis - to keep moisture in this track. 

What | like about the eastern Wisconsin tracks is that they 
are always ready to race on when the cars are called for hot 
laps; no track-packing is required by the race cars. That's 
something we seem to expect from our cars on this side of the 
state, and with the price of fuel and the amount of dirt that is 
carried off the track by the cars, it seems the least a track could 
do is to provide enough vehicles to wheel-pack the track so the 
race cars don’t have to. 

This was my first visit to Luxemburg, and the shape and size 
of the track and the way the cars ran it reminded me very much 
of Hibbing (MN) Raceway. The main difference is that the sur- 
face is red clay at "the ‘Burg,” and the facility itself is in much 
better condition 

Of the tracks l'm familiar with in the eastern part of the state 
(Oshkosh, Luxemburg, Seymour, Sturgeon Bay, Shawano,

Manitowoc and Antigo), all have fine grandstand facilities at 
their fairgrounds and seem superior to the seating arrange- 
ments at most tracks on the western side of the state. 

Once again, much mileage was made of the rivalry between 
the USMTS invaders and the local stars, Locals looked good 
early, as Felix Dart won a heat and Sean Jerovetz, Jeramie 
Hedrick, Dave Zeitler and Benji LaCrosse joined Dart in the first 
five rows of the feature. LaCrosse was running second when 
he broke, and some of the other locals ran strong for a while, 
but again the top eight at the finish were USMTS regulars, with 
Mike Mashi and Jerovetz breaking up the train. 

A monkey wrench was thrown into the mix when the cushion 
was watered after the heats, thus giving a black, stick track with 
a tight bottom groove into one with a tacky cushion where driv- 
ers could keep their speed up. But that cushion was so narrow 
that one small mistake sent cars flying off the end of the bank- 
ing; we witnessed that several times during the three feature 
races. 

Shryock jumped off the outside pole to lead ail the way in the 
main, building leads of up to a straightaway before the numer- 
ous yellow flags slowed the action. He had to be very precise, 
however, and one time he did get over the edge, slamming the 
front stretch wall and cutting open the side of his car. Shryock 
rolled out his white car tonight instead of his normai orange 
one, but it performed flawlessly. 

The stock cars were also on the schedule, and their feature 
race was one of the wildest of the year, with cars going in every 
direction and drivers going to the tail and then working their 
way back up through the field. Greg Gretz went to the tail after 
a lap 3 spin and used all the yellow flags and some wild scram- 
bling to get back to the lead ahead of Snellenberger, who start- 
ed 23rd on the grid. It was a crazy event, to be sure. 

USMTS head Staley told me that he’s real happy where the 
series is at right now. He feels the purses are about right for 
both drivers and promoters, and he is happy with his schedule. 
He likes the fields of travelers he’s able to bring to most shows 
and says the leve! of competition within his ranks has never 
been stronger. He's in the first year of a three year deal with a 
corporate sponsor, and he also promotes four other race tracks 
as well as the traveling series. The only possible dark cloud on 
the horizon is a potential problem with tires for his series. 
Rumors persist that one of the biggest sanctioning bodies in 
the country may be changing tire companies after this year, 
and that could have a major impact on his series and the face 
of modified racing as we know it today. 

Although he has had limited seat time in a race car, one driv- 
er that we've noticed to have really improved is Paul Parker. 
He has been making some strong runs in his mod at recent 
shows and can only get better with more time behind the 
wheel. I’m not sure if that is in his future, but it will be interest- 
ing to monitor his progress. 

A driver that may be unfamiliar to many but may race as 
much as anybody in the state is Jasper Drengler of Shawano. 
He used to run a four-cylinder and would show up at virtually 
any track in the state that was running that class of car. Now he 
has a full-sized car that he runs in the street stock class at the 
Powercom tracks as well as in stock car divisions on occasion, 
though there he is at a disadvantage. The guy just seems to 
like to race wherever, whenever. 

It was good to see Joe Verdegan back behind the mic again. 
Joe has reassumed the weekly announcing duties at 
Luxemburg and is looking fit and healthy after his recent med- 
ical problems. His only complaint: he doesn't have enough time 
to go to many races with all his other commitments.
